THE PRESIDENCY IS IN THE 
IMAGE OF WASHINGTON 


On April 30, 1789. after a brief ceremony on the bal­ 
cony of Federal hall in New York City, the chancellor 
o the state faced the crowd below and shouted- "Long 
live George W ashington, President of the 
United 
States!” 
Thus the first President of this nation was inaugu­ 
rated 174 years ago. It was a new office and a new title 
tor a new country of fewer than 4 million citizens clus* 
ft v d along the Atlantic seaboard. As the historian Ste­ 
fan Lorant has written, nobody was sure what to call 
th 3 executive whose duties were outlined in less than 
400 words in the Constitution. Congress 
debated: 
S -Quid he be "His Highness?” “His Excellency?” "His 
M gntiness?” 
W ashington, himself, observed: "I walk on untrod­ 
den ground . . . There is scarcely any part of my con­ 
duct that may not hereafter be drawn into precedent.” 
But in a larger sense, W ashington already had set 
the precedent for the office by his strength and char­ 
acter. His existence 
as George W ashington— was a 
factor in the creation of the presidency. 
At the Federal convention in 1787 the debates were 
hot as to wrhat form the executive office should take. 
Several suggested an executive committee instead of 
a President. One member would be from the North, 
one from the South and the third from a central state. 
Another plan would let the legislatures appoint "one 
or more executives.” 
But the modest leadership and character of George 
Washington were overriding presences at the Constitu­ 
tional convention. Even man knew that if the Cnited 
Smtes were to have a President, a single chief execu­ 
tive. it would he the general. The d e le g a te s therefore 
voted for the presidential system. In the image of 
W ashington they created the office that would become 
the scat of enormous power and world responsibility. 
Looking back. Thomas Jefferson described the qual­ 
itie s that inspired such trust: "His character was, in 
its mass, perfect, in nothing bad. in few points indif- 
fcn nt; and it may truly be said that never did nature 
anu fortune combine more perfectly to make a man 
great, and to piace him in an everlasting 
remem­ 
brance.”

The minute you say "world conference” you stir the 
suspicions o 
some folks that something* fuzzy and 
idealistic is in the wind. 
But practicing lawyers can be a pretty hard-headed 
group, and a good many of them around* the globe are 
eagerly awaiting their next international gathering at 
Athens on World Peace Through Law. 
This organization, which has the full backing of the 
American Bar Association, already has held four re­ 
gional world parleys in the past two and a half years. 
The m ost active American in World Peace Through 
Law is Charles S Rhyne, former bar association presi­ 
dent. 
To him the persistent push tow ard an expanding in­ 
ternational law’ is not an idealist’s fantasy, but a re­ 
sponse to the sheer necessities of changing life on a 
globe constantly being drawn more tightly together. 
He points out, for instance, that the greatest growth 
in working international law has come in the fields of 
commerce, travel and com m unications- all areas of 
endeavor where barriers among nations have been 
going down. 
In Rhyne's view. then, world law is growing not be­ 
cause some governm ents think this is good, but be- 
cuust millions of men in increasing contact with each 
oilier need the iorce and sanction of law in their m u­ 
tual dealings. 
Even the Communsi world has not chosen to stand 
out completely against this effort. 
Attorneys from Poland and Yugoslavia have ac­ 
cepted and o’ lers may suddenly appear on the open­ 
ing date, June 30. 
Naturally, any codes of law covering both free and 
Communist woihtis are sharply limited today. But even 
the Reds mm . accept on 
regulation of trade, travel 
and com m unications. 
The agenda at Athens will have a hundred or more 
projects for the lawyers to consider: laws for comm uni­ 
cations satellites and other space vehicles, civil avia­ 
tion, taxation, protection of investm ent, a broader role 
for the World Court and regional courts. 
The lawyers who are dedicated to this cause believe 
th at as the po.nts oi contact among men around the 
globe m ultiply, so will the need for regulating law. And 
as that becomes a m ounting force in the world, it will 
be a hard fact to set against the threat of war 
i t will be a% encouragement to peace and an anti 
dote to arms.1

Now we are to have another 
commission to investigate some­

All 
this is done at the sm allest m ar­ 
gin of profit on sales of any 
m ajor industry. 
If 100 firm s and co-ops gt t 
haLl’ of each food doilai, tnis 
has been the result of the indi­ 
vidual decisions oi all tne i*o- 
ple who buy foods. Does the 
Governm ent propose that we al­ 
low it to tell us where to shop

Obviously, such control of food 
prices as there are do not come 
lrom the competing food indus­ 
try, but from the Government.
